FOUNDER OF OSTEOPATHY 
, EIGHTY-FIVE YEARS OLD

today to remind Dr. Andrew T. 'Still, 
famous as the founder of osteopathy, 
that this was his eighty-fifth birthday 
anniversary.

He 
served in the civil war as surgeon of 
a Kansas cavalry regiment and after 
the war became post surgeon at the 
Shawnee reservation.

For there are many ojjier classes of people who know as little 
each, how the other lives,'as do the rich and poor.

Of course she sometimes erred on the side of neglecting her housework 
tor things that she liked better, but surely no more than the first woman 
erred on the side of neglecting other irnpoHaiit things because she liked 
housework better.
